Dexter led account spending 

$54K spent as Opposition leader, the most of anyone in NDP

Nova Scotia Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter was the biggest 
spender in his caucus 
when it came to using con¬ 
stituency funds to help 
pay salaries for assistants 
and cover the costs of oth¬ 
er services. 

Figures released by the 
NDP caucus yesterday 
show Dexter spent a total 
of $54,000. About $12,000 
of that was for seven or 
eight months salary for his 
constituency assistant. The 
other $42,000 went to pay¬ 
ing part-time employees as 
well as some other services 
such as snow removal and 
garbage disposal. 

The numbers come from 
a list provided by the 
Speaker’s office outlining 
payments made from con¬ 
stituency funds between 
July 2006 and June 2009, 
when Dexter was the Op¬ 
position leader. 

“It’s a high-volume of¬ 
fice. He has extra staff be¬ 
cause he was the leader of 
the Opposition,” said 
Deputy Premier Frank Cor¬ 
bett, speaking for the pre¬ 
mier while Dexter is away 
in Washington. 

In total, members of the 
NDP caucus spent roughly 
$198,000 on staff and a va¬ 
riety of services and ex¬ 
penses, including office 
cleaning, snow removal, 
garbage disposal and sever¬ 
ance payments. 

The Liberals did not re¬ 
lease specifics but said

Even as a kid, Petrina 
Valentine loved cars. 

The engines, the trans¬ 
mission systems, the pol¬ 
ished bodies — everything 
about them fascinated her. 

“It started when I was re¬ 
ally young,” the 19-year-old 
Shubenacadie native said 
Thursday as she stood over 
a welding table, a protec¬ 
tive visor strapped to her 
head. “I even remember 
watching my Dad change 
his brakes.” 

Today, Valentine is on 
track to becoming a fully 
accredited mechanic 
through a program at the 
Nova Scotia Community 
College. She’s one of about 
a half-dozen women in her 
class poised to enter a 
trade traditionally domi¬ 
nated by the opposite sex. 

“The guys are very nice, 
and treat you as one of 
their own,” she said of the 
men milling around her. 
“We’ve had to weld ex¬ 
haust pipes, take a whole 
engine apart, cooling lubri¬ 
cations — everything.” 

Women like Valentine 


are few and far between in 
Nova Scotia — making up 
only about five per cent of 


all non-traditional trades- 
persons in the province. 
On Thursday, the federal 


government announced 
$431,000 in new funding 
for Women Unlimited — a 
program that is attempting 
to improve those statistics. 

“Using this money, we’ll 
be expanding Women Un¬ 
limited into Cape Breton,” 
said Nan Armour, execu¬ 
tive director of the Hypatia 
Association, which runs 
the program. 

“It’s tough being a 
woman in a classroom if 
you’re the only one there, 
so we try to provide some 
support.” 

That support comes in 
many forms, including 
mentorships, one-on-one 
job counselling, and help 
for women once they enter 
the workforce as electri¬ 
cians, plumbers, welders, 
mechanics or even archi¬ 
tectural drafters. 

“It’s nice to have some¬ 
body helping us,” said 
Valentine, who hopes to 
one day open her own auto 
body shop and staff it with 
other women working in 
specialty trades. “I came 
here for a test drive last 
year, and there were only 
two or three other girls. 
Now we’re eight or nine ... 
it’s great.”

A re¬ 
cent study by city staff de¬ 
termined that each vend¬ 
ing machine in Nova Sco¬ 
tia is indirectly responsible 
for four tonnes of C02 be¬ 
ing released annually into 
the atmosphere.

Casey won’t bat in

Former MP 'happy' with current Ottawa job 


As much as his name has

Widows’ lose 
court claim 


The Supreme Court of 
Canada has rejected a $10- 
million damage award for 
widows of the miners slain 
during Yellowknife’s bitter 
1992 Giant Mine dispute, 
striking down earlier rul¬ 
ings that found 
government, unions and 
private security forces all 
bore some responsibility 
for one of Canada’s worst 
outbreaks of labour 
violence. 

The ruling finally brings 
to an end the long, bitter 
legal legacy of the strike, 
which was marked by a de¬ 
liberately set underground 
explosion that killed nine 
replacement workers. 

“It’s deeply disappoint¬ 
ing,” said Edmonton 
lawyer Jeff Champion, who 
for 15 years has been rep¬ 
resenting the widows at¬ 
tempt to get compensation 
through the courts. 

“But in many aspects, we 
have prevailed on a couple 
of important points. Some 
important legal principles 
have been established.” 

In September 1992, strik¬ 
ing miner Roger Warren 
set and exploded a bomb 
in the mine, which had 
been operating with re¬ 
placement workers. War¬ 


ren was convicted in 1995 
of nine counts of murder 
and is serving a life sen¬ 
tence. 

The widows of the nine 
victims as well as James 
O’Neil — the first man on 
the scene of the bombing 
— sued the Canadian Auto 
Workers, the government 
of the Northwest Territo¬ 
ries and security company 
Pinkerton’s of Canada. 

They argued that the 
owners and the union 
should have known the 
dangers and had a duty to 
protect the victims. 

A lower court agreed in 
2004 and ordered the de¬ 
fendants to pay $10.7 mil¬ 
lion. The Northwest Terri¬ 
tories Court of Appeal 
overturned that decision, 
along with the award, and 
the widows appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 

In Thursday’s decision, 
the Supreme Court ruled 
that although the govern¬ 
ment and private security 
were responsible for pro¬ 
viding a reasonable level of 
security, the original trial 
judge didn’t use the cor¬ 
rect legal means to find 
that they’d breached that 
responsibility.

Plane flown into Texas building 

Officials say pilot left long note on Internet railing against the IRS 



A software engineer furi¬ 
ous with the U.S. Internal 
Revenue Service plowed 
his small plane into an 
Austin, Texas, office build¬ 
ing housing nearly 200 
federal tax employees on 
Thursday, officials said, 
setting off a raging fire 
that sent workers fleeing 
as thick plumes of black 
smoke poured into the air. 

An official identified the 
pilot as Joseph Stack — 
whose home was set on fire 
just before the crash — and 
said investigators were 
looking at an anti-govern¬ 
ment message on the Web 
linked to him. The Web site 
outlines problems with the 
IRS and says violence “is the 
only answer.” 

Federal law enforcement 


officials have said they were 
investigating whether the 
pilot, who is presumed to 
have died, slammed into 
the building on purpose in 


an effort to blow up IRS of¬ 
fices. All the officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because the investigation 
was ongoing. 


“Violence not only is the 
answer, it is the only an¬ 
swer,” the long note on 
Stack’s Web site reads, cit¬ 
ing past problems with the 


tax-collecting agency. 

“I saw it written once that 
the definition of insanity is 
repeating the same process 
over and over and expect¬ 
ing the outcome to sudden¬ 
ly be different. I am finally 
ready to stop this insanity. 
Well, Mr. Big Brother IRS 
man, let’s try something dif¬ 
ferent; take my pound of 
flesh and sleep well,” the 
note, dated Thursday, reads. 

Crews found two bodies 
in the buidling and two peo¬ 
ple were hospitalized, said 
Austin Fire Department Di¬ 
vision Chief Dawn Clopton.

Niger's president missing after 
armed soldiers storm palace 


Niamey Renegade soldiers 
in armoured vehicles 
stormed Niger’s presiden¬ 
tial palace with a hail of 
gunfire during broad day¬ 
light Thursday in an appar¬ 
ent coup attempt in the 
West African nation. 

Military music played on 
state radio later in the 
evening — the same music 
that aired after two previ¬ 
ous coups in the late 1990s 
— and the strongman pres¬ 
ident’s whereabouts was 
unknown. Government of¬ 
ficials could not be 
reached for comment. 

Smoke rose from the 
palace complex and the 
echo of machine-gunfire 
for at least 20 minutes sent 
residents running for cov¬ 
er, emptying the desert 
country’s downtown 
boulevards at midday. 

Traore Amadou, a local 
journalist who was in the 


presidency when the 
shooting began, said Presi¬ 
dent Mamadou Tandja was 
kidnapped by mutinous 
troops. It was unclear if the 
septuagenarian leader was 
still at the palace. 

Tandja first took power 
in democratic elections in 
1999 that followed an era 
of coups and rebellions. 
But instead of stepping 
down as mandated by law 
on Dec. 22, he triggered a 
political crisis by pushing 
through a new constitu¬ 
tion last August that re¬ 
moved term limits and 
gave him near-totalitarian 
powers. Niger has become 
increasingly isolated since 
then, with the 15-nation 
regional bloc of West 
African states suspending 
Niger from its ranks and 
the U.S. cutting off non-hu¬ 
manitarian aid.

The death of a Hamas op¬ 
erative in Dubai at the 
hands of a squad of burly 
hit men conjures up 
images of the string of 
killings that followed the 
murder of Israeli athletes 
at the 1972 Munich 
Olympics and a bungled 
attempt to poison a 
Hamas leader in Jordan 13 
years ago. 

Israel’s Mossad spy 
agency — the prime sus¬ 
pect in the death of Mah¬ 
moud al-Mabhouh last 
month in Dubai — has 
known both triumph and 
embarrassment in decades 
of covert warfare, and the 
latest episode would appear 
to include elements of each. 

The killers, whoever they 
are, got their man and es¬ 
caped. But they were 
caught on video and left be¬ 
hind what appears to be sig¬ 
nificant evidence: A Dubai 
police force, competent per¬ 
haps beyond the agents’ ex¬ 
pectations, found that at 
least seven of them used 
the names of real Israelis 
with European passports. 

The Mossad is suspected 


of several violent incidents 
in the Mideast in recent 
years, such as the killing of 
a top Hezbollah officer in 
the heart of Damascus in 
2008. But its reputation — 
particularly in the Arab 
world, where it is often 
seen as an ominous force 
behind unexplained events 
— goes back decades. 

In 1972, armed Palestini¬ 
ans raided the rooms of Is¬ 
rael’s Olympic team in Mu¬ 
nich, killed two athletes 
and took nine hostage. A 
botched rescue attempt by 
German police ended in the 
deaths of all of the Israelis 
in a wild shootout at a near¬ 
by militaiy airfield. 

Golda Meir, Israel’s prime 
minister at the time, or¬ 
dered the Mossad to kill 
those responsible, partly as 
revenge and partly to deter 
future attacks. That direc¬ 
tive launched an unprece¬ 


dented covert offensive that 
saw a string of Palestinian 
operatives — many of them 
not directly connected to 
the Munich massacre — 
gunned down or blown up 
across Europe and the Mid¬ 
dle East. 

Some Palestinian opera¬ 
tives were killed by bullets 
or bombs in Rome, Nicosia, 
Athens and elsewhere, and 
the myth of the Mossad — 
ruthless and skilful with 
unlimited resources and 
reach — was bom. 

The covert war might be 
ugly, but it is a necessity, 
said Rafi Sutton, 78, who 
served as a Mossad agent in 
Europe in the 1970s. 

“If we, the citizens of Is¬ 
rael, want this state to con¬ 
tinue to exist, we must be 
ready to fight for it day and 
night, in the light and also 
in the darkness,” he said.

The auditor general’s re¬ 
port painted with a broad 
brush, flagging items he 
deemed excessive, lacked 
receipts or were otherwise 
questionable without dig¬ 
ging deeper to determine 
which might actually be jus¬ 
tifiable. 

While many expenses — 
can you say the Dance 


Dance Revolution video 
game in the hands of ex-To¬ 
ry MLA Len Goucher’s 
grandson, or the patio furni¬ 
ture in Liberal Dave Wil¬ 
son’s backyard? — seem in¬ 
defensible, others are more 
iffy. 

Take ex-premier Rodney 
MacDonald’s $3,250 pur¬ 
chase of a projection screen 
for presentations. Hardly 
something for your rec 
room. MacDonald says com¬ 
munity groups still use it. 
Did he pay too much? 
Should such items be paid 
out of constituency expens¬ 
es? Good questions. But nei¬ 
ther justifies labelling Mac¬ 
Donald a pig or a crook. 


Or take the pink Nano — 
valued at $261.06 — that 
shows up among NDP MLA 
Leonard Preyra’s expenses. 
Preyra says he donated it to 
the Italian-Canadian Cultur¬ 
al Association of Nova Sco¬ 
tia for a fundraiser. He’s not 
alone. 

NDP Transportation Min¬ 
ister Bill Estabroolcs proudly 
acknowledges he spent 
much of his flagged $44,424 
in advertising, donations 
and gifts on local schools 
and sports teams. Should 
MLAs use constituency 
funds to help not-for-profit 
groups and teams? Another 
good question. But is doing 
so a flogging offence? 


And while the auditor 
general noted more than 
half of legislative members 
— 28 of 51 — filed duplicate 
receipts, the report shows 
the total cost was $14,123, 
or approximately $92.31 
per MLA per year of the au¬ 
dit. 

“The types of wrongdoing 
... and the scale of it... sim¬ 
ply would not warrant 
more work from my office,” 
the auditor general initially 
said. Partly because of the 
outciy and new informa¬ 
tion he’s received, he is now 
looking at possible crimi¬ 
nality. Go for it. Prosecute 
the cheaters. 

Then let’s reform the sys¬ 


tem: Make new expense 
rules in public, require ten¬ 
dering for purchases, de¬ 
mand receipts for eveiy- 
thing and then publish 
every MLA’s expense report 
every month on the web. 

With those — easy — 
changes in place, let’s final¬ 
ly turn our attention to the 
same auditor general’s re¬ 
port, which identifies a $ 52- 
million windfall private de¬ 
velopers get to pocket from 
those infamous P-3 school 
projects. 

Now that’s scandalous!

Here in Vancouver, hordes 
of people have descended 
for the Olympics. Most out- 
of-towners are wandering 
through the streets on foot 
— but some brave souls 
have decided to battle the 
traffic in vehicles. And to 
help navigate the way to 
Olympic venues, a trusty 


GPS directs tourists to 
Whistler, Richmond and 
elsewhere. 

Fortunately, a lot of these 
drivers have a passenger in 
the car to plug in directions. 
But a CBC Marketplace poll 
found — across Canada — 
that’s often not the case. Al¬ 
most half the time (47 per 
cent), drivers said they per¬ 
sonally program their navi¬ 
gation devices while the car 
is in motion — dangerous 
because 80 per cent of car 
accidents happen when 
drivers take their eyes off 
the road. 

And check out the latest 
statistics from police. In On¬ 


tario, lawmakers made it il¬ 
legal as of Feb. 1 to use a 
handheld device (like cell¬ 
phones and a GPS) while 
driving. In Toronto alone, in 
the first week of Februaiy, 
cops handed out 1,499 tick¬ 
ets under the “distracted 
driving law.” 

And why are people pro¬ 
gramming on the go? Be¬ 
cause they can. Makers of 
portable GPS devices say 
they’re not responsible if 
people don’t drive safely. 
When it comes to a GPS 
built right into a vehicle, 
some automakers offer GPS 
systems that lock out driv¬ 
ers from programming 


while the car is in motion 
— some don’t. 

Transport Canada has 
known for years that pro¬ 
gramming a GPS while driv¬ 
ing may be a hazard. In 
2003, it was looking at 
whether or not to regulate 
the use of these devices in 
moving vehicles. But no 
deal was ever made with 
the makers of GPS devices 
built into cars (and the 
agency has no mandate 
over the portable naviga¬ 
tors).

All the inflation indica¬ 
tors rose in January: the 
overall con- 
sumer price 
index jump¬ 
ing by more 
than half-a- 
point to 1.9 
per cent, the 
Bank of Cana¬ 
da’s core in¬ 
dex hit two 
per cent and 
the month-to- 
month index 
increased 0.3 per cent.

Shootout win lets Canadians avoid repeat of 2006 upset by Switzerland

Sidney Crosby scored in a 
shootout as Canada eked 
out a 3-2 victory over 
Switzerland on Thursday 
at the Winter Olympics in 
a game that evoked scary 
memories of the Swiss 
upset win four years ago 
in Turin. 

Canada was stymied for 
much of the game by Jonas 
Hiller in the Swiss goal. 
Martin Brodeur stopped all 
four Swiss shooters while 
Crosby scored on Canada’s 
fourth shot to secure the 
win before a sea of red-and- 
white clad Canadian fans at 
Canada Hockey House. 

“I look forward to that 
chance and am glad I made 
the most of it,” Crosby said 
of scoring the shootout win¬ 
ner. 

It was the fourth anniver¬ 
sary of Canada’s agonizing 
2-0 loss at the 2006 Games 
when they were stoned by 
goalie Martin Gerber, who 
missed these Games with 
an injury. 

This time, it was Hiller 


who frustrated Canada’s 
collection of NHL stars. The 
Canadians outshot the 
Swiss 46-23 in regulation 
time and overtime. 


“It was one of those 
nights where he was fo¬ 
cused and in the zone,” 
Crosby said of Hiller. 

Dany Heatley and Patrick 


Marleau scored for Canada 
while Ivo Rutheman and 
Patrick von Gunten had 
goals for Switzerland in reg¬ 
ulation time.

The Swiss have only two 
NHL players, captain Mark 
Streit and Hiller, but they 
battled even up for most of 
the game and gave Canada 
a scare. 

“It was one of the best 
games I’ve ever seen from 
the Swiss national team,” 
Hiller said. 

Olympic rules give three 
points for a win and only 
two for a win in overtime or 
a shootout, so Canada has 
five points from two games, 
one behind the United 
States, who improved to 2-0- 
0 with a 6-1 win over Nor¬ 
way.

Narrow win nets Nesbitt gold SskneTm 

Canadian speedskater brings home medal from long-track race panic... yet

For someone who had just 
gutted out a sensational 
come-from-behind finish 
to capture Canada’s third 
gold by only the squeaki¬ 
est of margins, 
speedskater Christine Nes¬ 
bitt is pretty darn hard on 
herself. 

“It wasn’t pretty,” said 
Nesbitt, who beat Dutch 
silver medallist Annette 
Gerritsen by the razor-thin 
edge of her skate in the 
women’s 1,000-metre long 
track in Richmond Thurs¬ 
day. 

She won the race by a 
mere 0.02 of a second and 
was visibly disappointed as 
she glanced at her time on 
the scoreboard. She said 
she didn’t think her time 
would stand through the fi¬ 
nal pairing and said after¬ 
wards that she “didn’t 
come to the Games to win 
bronze.” 

Nesbitt’s scathing and 
unflinching self critique — 
“I love criticizing myself,” 
she admitted — has trans¬ 
formed the 24-year-old 


from London, Ont., into the 
fastest 1,000-metre skater 
in the world. 

Nesbitt has won all four 
World Cups this year in the 
1,000 metres and held the 
fastest personal time 
among the skaters. She was 
the odds-on favourite, but 


succumbed to jitters at the 
start of the race in front of 
the loud hometown crowd. 

“I was really nervous,” 
Nesbitt said. “When the 
gun went off, instead of 
skating, I just kind of pan¬ 
icked.” 

Nesbitt slipped on her 


second or third step and 
immediately fell out of 
rhythm. She was leading 
her pair at the 200-metre 
mark, but quickly realized 
she was off-pace. 

“I knew I wasn’t skating 
very well and I felt, with a 
lap to go, that the crowd

went silent, or went a little 
bit quieter when they saw 
how far behind I was.” 

It was then, however, 
that the long hours of 
training and preparing 
mentally took over. She 
drove from about 10th po¬ 
sition at the 600-metre 
mark to finish first. The 
crowd erupted when she 
crossed the finish. 

Kristina Groves, who cap¬ 
tured bronze in Sunday’s 
3,000-metre race, finished 
fourth, missing the podi¬ 
um by 0.06 of a second, be¬ 
hind Dutch bronze-medal¬ 
list Laurine van Riessen. 

“That’s what it is,” said 
Groves. 

“I was lucky the other 
way the other day: 0.03 to 
get the bronze. That’s the 
way it goes.” 


whistler It may be too ear¬ 
ly to panic over the Cana¬ 
dian ski team’s dwindling 
chances of winning three 
Olympic medals, but a 
worried finger is hovering 
over the button. 

No one wearing a Maple 
Leaf waved from the podi¬ 
um after the women’s su¬ 
per-combined event Thurs¬ 
day. 

It’s the third race of the 
Games where Canadian 
skiers came away empty- 
handed. 

The men’s super-giant 
slalom Friday will be the 
next chance for a Canadi¬ 
an to win the country’s 
first Olympic ski medal in 
16 years. 

The women’s super-G is 
Saturday. 

“The super-Gs are two 
big races,” said Max Gart¬ 
ner, Alpine Canada’s chief 
athletics officer. “If we 
don’t have any medals af¬ 
ter the super-Gs I’m going 
to get a little worried. 

“We knew it was going 
to be a tough competition. 
I think we still have some 
chances. I’m going to 
remain optimistic.”

Three wise Olympians help put Games in proper perspective 



11 this talk of 
“Owning the 
Podium” is a dis¬ 
traction from 
what’s really hap¬ 
pening at the Olympics. 

Yes, the fascination with 
winning is healthy and 



something to be expected 
for fans of home country 
athletes. 

But failing to recognize 
the performances of those 
who haven’t claimed a 
medal is something to be 
avoided. 

There is, after all, a lot to 
be said for the struggle and 
the integrity of the 
Olympic journey in spite of 
the fact that it doesn’t al¬ 
ways culminate with gold, 
silver or bronze. 

A case in point is the ex¬ 
perience of three Canadian 
women who raced in luge 


at Whistler. 

No medals, no prizes to 
carry home and next to no 
appreciation of their ef¬ 
forts. 

Still, to dismiss the con¬ 
tributions of Regan Lausch- 
er, Meaghen Simister and 
Alex Gough — athletes 
who persevered in spite of 
tragedy and major alter¬ 
ations to the field of play 
— seems less than Canadi¬ 
an. 

Listen to what these 
three women had to say 
when their Olympic mo¬ 
ment was over. 


“ft was the race of my 
life,” said Meaghan Simis¬ 
ter of Regina. 

“It’s the Olympics and 
you have to take what 
comes,” said Alex Gough of 
Calgary, as she considered 
the aftermath of a Geor¬ 
gian slider’s death, which 
tainted the competition. 

“The greatest advice we 
get is to expect the unex¬ 
pected. This was about ris¬ 
ing to the challenge and 
coming through it.” 

The last word belonged 
to Regan Lauscher of Red 
Deer, her third and last 


Olympic appearance be¬ 
hind her. There were no re¬ 
grets at not having ascend¬ 
ed the podium, but rather 
another sentiment vastly 
more important. 

“Complete and total 
gratitude,” Lauscher said. 

“I feel extremely privi¬ 
leged to be Canadian and 
a Canadian athlete. It’s 
been an opportunity that 
I never could have 
dreamed of in a sport I 
wasn’t sure I wanted to 
do. Walking away from 
this with the experiences 
and friendships and all 


that I’ve had ... will be 
etched in my heart forev¬ 
er.” 

It wasn’t about Owning 
the Podium for these wise 
athletes. It was about rac¬ 
ing with purpose and dig¬ 
nity. 

These are the most im¬ 
portant things to possess 
at any Olympic Games.

Australian Mia Wasikows- 
ka might not be particular¬ 
ly well known now, but 
that’s all about to change. 

The actress was the sur¬ 
prise choice to play the titu¬ 
lar Alice In Wonderland in 
the upcoming 3-D adapta¬ 
tion by director Tim Burton. 

That’s a pretty iconic 
character and giant film to 
take on for a 19-year-old 
with little blockbuster expe¬ 
rience, but an opportunity 
that Wasilcowslca couldn’t 
resist. 

“There’s a certain amount 
of pressure that comes with 
playing a character who is 
beloved by so many genera¬ 
tions,” Wasilcowslca admit¬ 
ted to Metro. “But you just 
have to keep in mind that 
you can’t really please 
everyone. It was really im¬ 


portant to remember that 
we were making our ver¬ 
sion of Alice and to stick 
with our version. That’s 
something that Tim and I 
started talking about very 
early on.” 

Tim Burton has 
taken a slightly 
different 
proach to the 
material 
than expect¬ 
ed and 
Wasilcowslca 
promises that 
audiences will 
get a new inter¬ 
pretation of Lewis 
Carroll’s classic world 
and characters. 

“Alice is 19 in our story, so 
she’s a very different person 
than she was when she was 
seven,” revealed Wasilcows- 
lca. “She comes back to

Wonderland 
without any recol¬ 
lection of the previ¬ 
ous visit at that age when 
young women all of a sud¬ 
den face new expectations 
from their family and socie¬ 
ty. So this movie is about 
trying to hold onto yourself 
amongst that and trying to 


figure out the balance be¬ 
tween pleasing others and 
pleasing yourself.” 

Sounds just like the sort 
of tale of outsiders fighting 
for individuality that we’ve 
come to expect from Burton 
in films like Edward Scis- 
sorhands and Ed Wood. 

To achieve the strange al¬ 


most living cartoon visual 
design that Burton was 
striving for, practically all of 
the film was shot on a green 
screen with most of the sets 
and even some characters 
animated with computers 
later. 

It was a filmmaking expe¬ 
rience unlike anything

Wasikowska had done be¬ 
fore and one she admits to 
finding quite odd. 

“It was bizarre to shoot in 
that kind of environment. 
But I think it worked for 
this project because it really 
emulated what I think it’s 
like to be in Wonderland.” 

The movie will inevitably 
be a career-changing proj¬ 
ect for Wasikowska who 
has quickly gone from an 
up-and-comer to an actress 
whose likeness is plastered 
on billboards and children’s 
toys. 

“It’s almost like it’s not 
me. Obviously it is, but even 
when I look at the poster I 
feel like I’m looking at 
someone else completely 
out of context.” 

Sounds a little bit like go¬ 
ing through the looking 
glass, doesn’t it?

For years, Martin Scorsese 
has admitted his desire to 
have worked in old Holly¬ 
wood; when directors 
were hired hands who 
nimbly changed subjects 
and genres from film to 
film. 

Shutter Island sees the di¬ 
rector slipping into this 
mode, talcing on a thriller 
with all the familiar trap¬ 
pings of the genre. While 
the movie does provide the 
requisite suspense and en¬ 
tertainment, Scorsese also 
adds his distinct touch to 
the project, making this B- 
movie veer dangerously 
close to becoming an A pic¬ 
ture. 

If he weren’t such a tal¬ 
ented personal filmmaker, 
this guy would be one hell 
of journeyman director. 

Shutter Island stars 
Leonardo DiCaprio in his 
fourth consecutive collabo¬ 
ration with Scorsese. 

Despite a wonky accent, 
it’s one of DiCaprio’s finest 
hours as an actor, even 
though multiple viewings 
are necessary to appreciate 
all the levels of his perform¬ 


ance. 

He plays a troubled detec¬ 
tive assigned to finding a 
missing patient in a seclud¬ 
ed mental institution. As is 
always the case in these 
movies, nothing is as it 
seems. 

The initially helpful hos¬ 
pital staff lead by Ben 
Kingsley becomes increas¬ 
ingly suspicious as Di¬ 
Caprio’s recurring night¬ 
mares start manifesting 
themselves in the daytime. 
It all builds towards a big 
twist that is easy to predict, 
but one that carries a sur¬ 


prising emotional weight 
and context that’s not 
quite so easy to see coming. 

Scorsese clearly had a ball 
slumming it with this genre 
outing. 

The movie is filled with 
loving references to films of 
the past and impeccably 
constructed cinematic set 
pieces. 

It’s a movie that de¬ 
mands multiple viewings 
as the first round will play 
like classy genre fun with a 
devastating kick in the 
pants, while the second 
viewing will feel more like 


a tragedy. 

Whether or not audi¬ 
ences will devote that much 
time to what seems like lit¬ 
tle more than fleeting en¬ 
tertainment remains to be 
seen, but Scorsese is not 
filmmaker interested in 
cheap thrills. 

Shutter Island is certainly 
not the director’s best work, 
but it does prove that he is 
incapable of making a 
movie without the thought 
and care of a master.

“I’m not a filmmaker,” in¬ 
sisted Smith. “I’m a guy 
who rips open his chest, 
pulls out fatty chunks of his 
heart, puts it on a platter, 
projects it and goes, ‘You 
get it?’” 

Not only has that vulnera¬ 
bility earned the New Jersey 
writer/director a dedicat¬ 
ed following since 
his debut with 
Clerks but after 
the disappoint¬ 
ing release of 
2008’s Zaclc and 
Miri Make a 
Porno, it nearly 
left him devastat¬ 
ed. 

“I thought I was 
dead,” said Smith regarding 
the film’s sluggish opening. 
“I thought that either inter¬ 
net (fans) or Canada would 
take a hit out on me for ru¬ 


ining Seth 
Rogen’s ca¬ 
reer. Mercifully, 
by the end of the 
weekend we were able 
to get up to a $10 million 
opening but even that was 
anemic ... I was like ‘I give 
up.’” 


In the aftermath, Smith 
retreated and took up an in¬ 
terest in hockey (he now 
loves the Edmonton Oilers) 
which he acknowledges led 
him “to salvation in some 
weird way.” 

Further bolstered by two 
sold-out speaking engage¬ 


ments in Toronto, Smith re¬ 
alized that he needed to 
step away from his own 
scripts and re-establish a 
new niche in Hollywood. 
Kismet or coincidence, he 
soon got the offer to direct 
Cop Out — a Bruce 
Willis/Tracy Morgan buddy 


comedy written by Robb 
and Mark Cullen. 

“It’s so weird to take such 
a long journey just to get to 
the middle,” said Smith. 
“Like I wanted to do some¬ 
thing which in one way or 
another could be defined as 
average. I was used to tear-

ing my heart out, bleeding 
and putting it into art and 
this was not that. This was 
just let’s make a movie. 
Wouldn’t it be fun to make 
a movie? 

As it turns out it was fun. 
And although Smith will 
soon return to directing his 
own script (a hockey movie 
no less!), the roller-coaster 
experience has left him feel¬ 
ing refreshed. 

“I could see where some 
person could get lost in 
this,” said Smith. “(With) 
making other people’s 
movies, there’s no chance 
for heartbreak. Whatever 
happens to Cop Out now, I 
know that I did the best job 
I possibly could.”

Less Than Kind seeks a kinder audience at HBO 


After failing to capture au¬ 
diences on Citytv, Less 
Than Kind returns for a 
second season on HBO 
Canada with showrunner 
Mark McKinney touting 
the premium channel as a 
better fit for the black 
comedy. 

McKinney says a move 
up the dial grants the Win¬ 
nipeg-based series greater 
freedom to push the 
boundaries than during its 
limited run on convention¬ 
al television. 

“The show was always 
conceived to be quite edgy, 
quite dark and to take a lot 
of permission with the 
subject matter, and 
now that we’re ^ 
on HBO it just 
fits like a 
glove,” says 
McKinney, 
seated next to 
star Maury 
Chaylcin for a 1 
round of media in¬ 
terviews. 

“It’s kind of where the 
show belongs, I think, on 
premium TV. We make use 
of it, and I don’t just mean 
by cursing and showing 


nudity — although there is 
some of that. It’s about the 
way you can sort of ex¬ 
plore a theme.” 

The serial nature of 
shows on HBO Canada — 
home to such daring fare 
as the polygamy drama Big 
Love and the vampire ro¬ 
mance True Blood — al¬ 
lows Less Than Kind to 
pursue its long story arcs 
without fear of losing audi¬ 
ences to surprise schedule 
changes, McKinney says. 

He bemoaned the show’s 
Citytv time-slot — directly 
after the sensational reali¬ 
ty show The Bachelorette 
as less than kind 
to the offbeat se- 
^ ries, about the 
trials of an 
overweight 
teen and his 
overbearing 
Jewish fami- 

F iy. 

“We sort of 
caught a bad 
break at the begin¬ 
ning because the (Bach¬ 
elorette), which was sched¬ 
uled at 90 minutes ... was 
this runaway hit last year 
and they extended the

show for two hours,” notes 
the writer/producer. 

“And because City was 
trapped into a simulcast 
they had to bump us, and 
so we came back on the di¬ 
al sometime in mid- 
March.” 

“It started to build an au¬ 
dience and then the poor 
audience didn’t know 
where to find it,” adds 
Chaylcin. McKinney says 
the beauty of premium ca¬ 
ble is that schedules are 
generally a lot more con¬ 
sistent and not as “reac¬ 
tive” as on network TV.

Other guests this season 
include George Wendt 
from Cheers as a biker, 


and Henry Czerny of The

Vincent as a love interest 
for Sheldon’s aunt, Clara. 

McKinney says the series 
is already in development 
for season three and insists 
the cast is more enam¬ 
oured with Winnipeg than 
ever. 

“And, God willing, we do 
season three, it’ll be (shot) 
in a much warmer envi¬ 
ronment,” says Chaylcin, 
referring to the winter 
shoots that marked the 
first two seasons. “People 
are warning us about the 
giant mosquitoes.” 

“And the colour of peo¬ 
ple’s skin in shorts come 
May,” added McKinney. 
“Apparently that’s really 
frightening, when people 
first put on their shorts, 
it’s like a scene from Dawn 
of the Dead.”

Meaghan Smith is being 
compared to some pretty 
elite company. 

One Ottawa newspaper 
reviewer said the Halifax 
singer-songwriter reminds 
her of a female version of 
Michael Buble. 

Another so-called expert 
— a vintage Lady Ga Ga. Not 
too shabby, to say the least. 

Yet, while humbled by 
such comparisons, the 30- 
year-old Smith hopes this 
month’s worldwide release 
of her debut album, The 


Cricket’s Orchestra, will 
pave the way towards the 
day when her vintage style 
of music is seen as her own. 

Take it one step further, 
and maybe people will even 
start being compared to her. 
“I wouldn’t mind that,” 
Smith told Metro this week 
in a phone interview. 

However, Smith knows 
she’s not there yet. As she so 
rightfully puts it when talk¬ 
ing about being compared 
to others, “that’s what’s go¬ 
ing to happen until I estab¬ 
lish myself.” 

The release of her album 
earlier this month is a great 
start. What’s even better is 


the positive reaction it has 
been getting both from the 
public and musical critics. 

“It can kind of mess up 
your head a little bit,” Smith 
admitted. “Everything has 
been really positive. 

“Not that I was expecting 
a negative response. I’ve just 
been feeling overwhelmed 
by it.” 

Smith’s debut CD has a 
sound reminiscent of the 
’20s, ’30s and ’40s — a style 
that “greatly moved” her 
when she grew up listening 
to it in her native London, 
Ont. 

But Smith has put her 
own twist to the style, with 


a lot of her inspirations 
coming from old movies she 
watched growing up, in¬ 
cluding such Disney cartoon 
favourites as Cinderella and 
Fox and the Hound. 

“With this record, I didn’t 
want to recreate a music 
from an era that’s already 
been done,” she explained. 
“A lot of what I did is up¬ 
graded it.” 

And she’s continuing that 
trend now. She’s already in 
the studio working on her 
next album. “I think my 
next album is going to be a 
continuation of what I’ve 
started with the sound I 
found,” she said.

Fey to return as Palin 

SNL alumni likely to reprise role as politician in April 


Tina Fey will probably 
reprise her famous impres¬ 
sion of Sarah Palin when 
she hosts Saturday Night 
Live in April, the comedian 
told The Associated Press. 

”It’s inevitable that we’ll 
try it, at least,” Fey said in 
an interview Tuesday. 
“We’ll see if it makes it to 
air.” 

Officials at the NBC 
sketch show wouldn’t 
comment; SNL generally 
doesn’t discuss any 
planned sketches, given 
that much can change 
even in the hours before 
show time. 

Fey’s performances as 
the former Alaska gover¬ 
nor and Republican vice- 
presidential candidate 
were an icon of the 2008 
campaign and drew huge

ratings for SNL. 

Fey made four appear¬ 
ances on the show as Palin, 
earning her an Emmy in 
September for guest actor. 
She was also voted 2008’s 
AP Entertainer of the Year. 

The comedian said the 
whole experience was “a 
little overwhelming.” 

“It was the strangest 


thing that’s ever happened 
to me,” Fey said. “I’ve nev¬ 
er had anything fall in my 
lap like that. Everything is 
usually me trying to con¬ 
vince the people of Earth 
that it’s OK for me to per¬ 
form. ... That felt like the 
opposite.” 

Palin also made a cameo 
on SNL, briefly appearing 
alongside Fey in October 
2008. Afterward, Palin said 
she had fun on the show 
and would do it again if 
asked. 

In her memoir, Going 
Rogue, Palin wrote that 
she grew up watching SNL. 

The 39-year-old Fey was a 
head writer and cast mem¬ 
ber of SNL before leaving 
to create the sitcom 30 
Rock, on which she stars.
